The Jacks Are Lookin’ Good 


o Gs Cae i oe 
The Big Sky’s best quarterback: NAU rifleman, Greg Wyatt.

his will be Larry Kentura’s fourth 

year as the Lumberjacks’ head 
football coach. If the troops stay healthy, 
this will be his best. 

Since “improvement” is the name of 
the game, NAU has reason to be excited. 
Kentura is 17-14 on the field, including 
a 3-8 finish in 1985, his first. The ‘Jacks 
have since completed back-to-back 7-4 
campaigns. 

“We hope to make steady improve- 
ment as we have each of the past two 
years,” says the former assistant to 
legendary Frank Kush at Arizona State. 
“We have some outstanding players to 
replace. However, we feel that we are 
moving in a positive direction in that we 
are losing12-15 players each year and 
have 15-20 key newcomers entering our 
program each fall. This creates a healthy 
situation. 

“If we stay healthy and get a few 
breaks along the way, we should have 
another exciting team to watch. Key 
injuries hurt us each of the past two

seasons, but we still managed to produce 
winning seasons because we had depth 
at those positions. That doesn’t always 
happen at the I-AA level because of the 
scholarship limitations. 


“The Big Sky is a spectators dream 
and a coaches nightmare,” insists Ken- 
tura. “There’s a lot of offense and there’s 
enough variety that it creates a monster 
for the defensive coaches. Seldom do you 
see the same philosophy, but all are high- 
powered, explosive offensive units that 
can strike from anyplace on the field.” 

Kentura points out that the Big Sky 
is one of the best I-AA conferences in

the nation as far as balance. He also 
mentions that one can look at the NFL 
draft each year and see the number of 
free agency signings out of the Big Sky. 
Counting draftees and free agents, the 
Big Sky averages from 15-20 players a 
year who sign with pro teams. 

Last fall, NAU averaged 277.6 yards 
per game passing and a school record 
434.5 yards total offense. The 385 
points (35.0 per game) was also a school 
record. Nationally, NAU was 7th in total 
offense and 5th in scoring. 

“Despite graduation losses, we feel 
that we have some real quality players 
returning who are capable of providing 
solid leadership in our offense,” claims 
offensive coordinator Brad Childress. 
“We have good players who can step in 
and plug the holes left by last year’s 
seniors.” 

Senior Jeff Haddad (6-2, 300), who 
started several games at left guard, will 
be given a crack at left tackle. Tom 
Merriam, a 6-3, 225-pound sophomore 
from Tempe McClintock, and junior 
Brian Watley (6-3, 240) will battle for 
the center spot. 

Three backs return, including former 
Eloy flash Charles Matthews, a 6-1, 195- 
pound senior who rushed for 445 yards, 
caught 11 passes for 93 yards and was 
dynamic on special teams. David Lang 
(6-1, 200), one of the top sprinters in 
the Big Sky, also returns. So does 
Anthony Hall, a fierce runner who packs 
220 pounds on his 6-0 frame. 

Calling the shots for the third straight 
year at QB will be junior Greg Wyatt 
(6-3, 190), the first player in college 
history to enter his junior season with 500 
or more completions in his career. In two 
short years, the former Moon Valley 
High star is 518 of 806 (63%) for 5,864 
yards and 41 touchdowns. The previous

THE AXE CAME BACK! ———W————_ 


hen Weber State defeated 

NAU 19-8 to close out the 
1975 football season, Joe Salem’s 
Lumberjacks concluded a dismal 1-9 
campaign. Nobody in town was very 
happy. 

Especially the students. 

The Lumberjacks hadn’t had a 
winning season since 1969. That 
club, coached by John Symank, 
finished 7-3. In 1976, during the off- 
season, a group of students high- 
jacked the axe from the statue of the 
school’s mascot, Paul Bunyan. They 
promised to return it only after Salem’s 
club won a game. They had lost nine 
in a row the previous year. 

They kept their promise. 

In their opener, NAU snapped a 
nine-game drought by beating visiting 
United States International from San 
Diego, 20-0. But the players waited 
until the next week, a September 11 
encounter with favored Idaho State, 
to display the hardware. The ‘Jacks 
upset the visitors, 34-7 and 320- 
pound tackle Lamont Hamlett (see 
photo) and several teammates carried 
the axe onto the field in display. 


two-year mark for freshman-sophomore 
seasons was 443 completions by Fresno 
State’s Kevin Sweeney in 1983-84. 

Wyatt’s top target for the past two 
seasons has been tight end Shawn Collins 
(6-4, 220), a San Diego native who has 
147 career catches for 1,855 yards and 
15 scores. Collins, a pro prospect with 
4.5 forty speed, is just three catches away 
from the NAU record of 149 set by Pete 
Mandley, the NFL’s No. 7 receiver last 
season with the Detroit Lions. 

Besides Collins, NAU returns a flock 
of talented receivers for the ‘88 cam- 
paign, including Sandy Sledge (6-0, 175) 
with 55 career catches for 1,132 yards 
(20.6 ypc.); Larry Huff (5-9, 175) with 
45 career catches for 689 yards, and 
Herb Duncan (6-1, 180), another San 
Diego native who is the son of former 
Charger all-pro defensive back, Leslie 
“Speedy” Duncan. 

Other receivers with strong promise 
include Darrell Hinton (6-0, 185), a 
junior who switched over from the 
secondary; Chris Baniszewski (5-10, 
165), another Tempe McClintock prod- 
uct who has 31 catrches for 398 yards 
and three touchdowns, and Tucson 
Sunnyside grad Glenn Posey (6-2, 175), 
who came on strong last season and 
caught seven passes for 95 yards.

Salem’s crew finished 8-3, and in 
1977-78 put together 8-3 and 8-2 
campaigns respectively. Historically, 
was it the best, most consistent three 
years of Lumberjack football since the 


Newcomers at tight end will include 
Erin Motes (6-4, 200), a junior from 
Eastern Arizona JC who caught 38 
passes in 1987 and Scott Benning, a 6- 
4, 190-pounder who redshirted last fall. 
Speedy Gene Martin (5-9, 170, 4.5) will 
be tested at running back and wide 
receiver. Last season he averaged 20.7 
yards every time he touched the ball - 
18.2 rushing and 24.7 receiving.

Another newcomer at running back is 
Nathaniel Gatt (5-10, 185), a junior from 
Dallas who averaged over 100 yards per 
game at San Bernardino JC in Califor- 
nia. The Lumberjacks return two of the 
premier interior linemen in the Big Sky 
in Vince Beemiller, a hard-hitting 6-4, 
280-pound senior from Scottsdale 
Saguaro, and Frank Pollack, a 6-5, 260 
pound senior from Phoenix Greenway. 
Both are outstanding pass and run 
blockers. Tony Conrad, a 6-2, 260- 
pound sophomore from Scottsdale Hori-

zon, started last season at right guard as 
a frosh and turned in a quality job. 

Experienced offensive linemen also 
include junior tackle Bennett Levy (6-2, 
260), senior guard Mike Johnson (6-4, 
240), and sophomore guard Darren 
Dudgeon (6-2, 240). 

“Our weak points on defense last year 
should be our strong points this season,” 
insists defensive coach Paul Arslanian. 
“We started last fall with just one starter 
back. Despite all the youth, we led the 
Big Sky in total defense, allowing 331 
yards a game.” 

Injuries forced NAU to play some of 
its linebacking crop out of position. This 
fall, Peter Jonovich (6-2, 225) will move 
from outside back to inside, as will Don 
Ott (6-0, 200). Both are seniors. 

Senior Erik Vance (6-2, 220) was the 
team’s leading tackler. Sophomore 
Darren Brooks (6-2, 205) out of Tempe 
McClintock had some last-season suc- 
cess at inside linebacker. Junior Alex 
Gilmete (6-3, 215) redshirted and has 
solid potential as an inside linebacker. 

The ‘Jacks return all four starters in 
the secondary. John Dierking (6-0, 195) 
is a four-year letterman who starts at free 
safety. Dewayne Shavers (5-11, 180) 
starts at cornerback. Henry Miller (6-0, 
200) is the strong safety. Speedy Darren 


Carrington (6-2, 190, 4.5) switched from 
split receiver to defensive back and 
showed progress with each game. All are 
seniors except Carrington, a junior. 

The most experienced down linemen 
include ends Chris Glaze, a 6-3, 245- 
pound senior, and Mike Sanfratello, a 6- 
4, 250-pound sophomore from Scotts- 
dale Coronado. Sandy Woodward (6-0, 
235) started at defensive tackle last year 
as a sophomore. Phoenix South Moun- 
tain grad Tony Battiest (6-3, 280) has 
played end and tackle the last three years 
and appears to have found a home at 
tackle. Ronnie Fuiava (6-2, 240) saw 
action last fall and is expected to start 
as a senior. 


The kicking game looks sound. Junior 
Mickey Penaflor (5-9, 175) could wind 
up as a double duty kicker. He proved 
his worth by leadning the nation’s I-AA 
schools in field goals and kick scoring. 
Penaflor kicked 19 of 26 field goals 
(73%) and added 33 of 36 PATS for 
90 points. His longest field goal was 51 


yards and his average distance was 34.8 
yards. He was 8-for-11 from the 40-51 
yard range. He punted just one game, 
but averaged 39.0 yards on three kicks, 
dropping two of his boots inside the 
enemy 20-yard line. 

Sandy Sledge, another South Moun- 
tain High product, and Larry Huff (5- 
9, 175) are the top kick return men. Last 
season, Sledge returned 18 punts for a 
6.8 average, and 10 kickoffs for a 21.3 
average, while Huff returned two for an 
average of 21.5. 


“If we can stay clear of the injury bug 
we could have the best season since we 
arrived here,” adds Kenture. “We’ve got 
to keep our quarterback healthy and get 
more balance in our offense. We've 
improved in that catagory. We've also 
got a lot of good Arizona kids lately. But 
the conference is so balanced. It’s going 
to go down to the wire.” 


And if NAU can stay healthy, they 
may be the first runner to hit the wire.

O. the north edge of Dallas is the 
community of Plano, currently the high 
school football capital of Texas. Coached 
by Tom Kimbrough, the Wildcats 
finished 16-0 in 5A competition, winning 
their 6th state title in seven different 
attempts. 

They became the first Texas school 
to repeat as state champs in the large 
school class since Austin Reagan turned 
the trick in 1967-68. The Wildcats have 
now won state crowns in Classes 2A, 3A, 
4A, and 5A. They finished second to 
Houston Stratford in 1978. 

Kimbrough’s ‘Cats finsihed their ‘87 
campaign with a 28-game win streak and 
the No. 1 ranking in the nation, selected 
annualy (since 1927) by the National 
Sports News Service. Other top-notch 
clubs in the country included Pennsylva- 
nia powers Pittsburgh North Hills (13- 
0) and Central Bucks West of Doyles- 
town, winner of 43 games in a row. 

The Texas 4A champ was West 
Orange Stark (15-0), while Kansas City 
Rockhurst (12-1) won their 5th state 
crown. During the regular season, the 
Missouri 5A champs won a wild 25-20 
game with the Arkansas 4A winner, Fort 
Smith Northside. Creighton Prep of 
Omaha won its third consecutive 
Nebraska title; 11th since 1955. 

National power Honolulu St. Louis has 
won 22 games in a row; five state

The largest crowd: 32,812 at the 
1978 finals, won by Waianae. 

Little Rock Central finished 9-1-1 in 
Arkansas after falling in first round action 
in the state 4A playoffs. The Tigers will 
soon become the first American high 
school to win 700 football games. Little 
Rock has won 30 state championships; 
national record is 37 by Sioux Falls 
Washington, South Dakota. 

Coach Pete Adkins of Jefferson City, 
Missouri, 310-55-4 prior to ‘87, con- 
tinues to move up the ladder and is 5th 
on the all-time win list, third at the same 
school. Adkins first state crown came in 
1959. Eleven different Adkins-coached 
teams have finished undefeated, and 
between 1958-66, won 71 games in a 
row. 

Derek Brown, a 6-7, 235-pound tight 
end from Merritt Island, Florida, was 
selectedd national player of the year. 
Kimbrough was the coach. Rockhurst’s 
win over Fort Smith Northside won game 
of the year honors, while Valdosta’s loss 
to Columbus Carver in the Georgia 
quarterfinals won the “upset” award. 

Two interesting high school all-star 
games in June saw Georgia defeat 
Florida 38-32, and Alabama beat 
Mississippi 24-21. Georgia, ahead 38- 
7 after three quarters, evened the series 
at 2-2. Alabama won on a 22-yard field 
goal in overtime. | 


Coconino vs. Flagstaff 


The Last Great Rivalry?

hen Coconino and Flagstaff meet 

this fall at Northern Arizona 
University’s Skydome, it will be the 20th 
meeting in a rivalry which started in 
1969. 

Coconino, the new kid on the block, 
upset Flag 12-7 in the first encounter and 
leads the series, 10-9-0. There have been 
no ties. However, like many football 
classics, the importance of the rivalry will 
probably change in the near future. 

Since statehood in 1912, Arizona has 
produced its share of great high school 
football classics. One of the oldest 
rivalries in the nation is the Douglas- 
Bisbee cival war. Since 1904, the two 
southeastern Arizona schools have 
played a state record 122 games. 

Other old, historic clashes include 
games between Globe-Miami, Tucson- 
Tucson Amphi and Round Valley-St. 
Johns, to name a few. These still exist. 

But population growth has killed many 
popular city rivalries, such as North vs. 
Phoenix Union (closed), Scottsdale 


Arcadia vs Scottsdale (closed), and 
Mesa vs Mesa Westwood. The Mesa- 
Westwood rivalry became watered down 
when Mountain View opened a decade 
ago. And now there are five high schools 
in Mesa. 

Soon there will be three in Flagstaff. 
But since 1969, the Coconino-Flag 
“indoor battle” has been the most 
impressive in northern Arizona. Record 
crowds, such as 14,000 in 1983, have 
witnessed the game. Outstanding players 
like Ray Smith, Willard Reeves, Greg 
Topp, Stan Gill and David Winsley have 
played on the carpet. Below is a year- 
by-year rundown of the rivalry. 


No. 1 - Coconino 12, Flagstaff 7, 
1969 ... Underdog Coconino, the new 
kid on the block, had won the 1968 Class 
AA state championship in its second year 
of varsity football. But the Panthers had 
yet to play rival Flagstaff High, which 
played its first varsity game in 1923. 
Coconino combined a great defensive

effort and a fumble recovery for a 
touchdown by Curt Bryant on Flagstaff’s 
first play of the game to upset the Eagles, 
12-7. Coached by Bill Epperson, Coco- 
nino finished 7-2-0. Flag was coached by 
John Ply and finished 3-5-0. Coconino 
produced two all-staters: OT Tom Lantz 
(6-5, 200) and LB Lloyd Sedillo (5- 
10,165) ... 

No. 2 - Coconino 13, Flagstaff 12, 
1970 ... For the second year in a row, 
the underdog Panthers used good 
defense and the big play to win. Quar- 
terback Keith Moore turned a broken 
play into a 65-yard touchdown run just 
before halftime for the first score of the 
game. Carlos Diaz just missed a game- 
winning field goal at the gun. Coconino 
finished 4-5-0 and Flag went 2-8-0 in 
John Ply’s last year as head coach, his 
13th with the Eagles. Niether team 
produced an all-stater ... 

No. 3 - Flagstaff 14, Coconino 0, 
1971 ... Hadley Hicks, a former prep 
All-American at Bisbee High School,

had a successful coaching debut in the 
series as the Eagles defense completely 
stymied the slightly favored Panthers. 
Jerry Nichols returned a punt for a 
touchdown. The winners broke even (5- 
5-0) on the season, Coconino finished 4- 
5-0. For the second year in a row the 
town failed to produced an all-stater. In 
1951, Hicks was one of three running 
backs on Sporting News’ All-American 
High School Team. The quarterback, 
from Montgomery, Alabama, was Bart 
Starr ... 

No. 4 - Coconino 19, Flagstaff 6, 
1972 ... The winners Bennie Flores 
booted two field goals and the defense 
shut down the Eagles’ attack. Panther 
QB Mike Ryan played an excellent game 
for Epperson’s 4-5-1 team. Flagstaff 
finished 4-6-0 and neither team produced 
an all-stater, again ... 

No. 5 - Flagstaff 22, Coconino 6, 
1973 ... In a game rated a tossup, 
Flagstaff used two touchdowns by Steve 
Larson and a fumble recovery by Brian 
Dierker to beat the eventual state cham- 
pions. Coconino finished 8-2-1 after 
beating Tucson Flowing Wells 14-3 in 
the finals. Flag finished 3-7-0, so why the 
game was rated a tossup is still a mystery. 
Coconino all-staters: Junior QB Ray 
Smith (5-8, 155), DL Cameron Stavely 
(6-1, 190) and junior LB David Black- 
burn (6-1, 195) ...

No. 6 - Coconino 27, Flagstaff 7, 
1974 ... The heavily-favored Panthers 
used Ray Smith’s (switched from quar- 
terback to tailback) 208 yards rushing 
to break a 7-7 halftime deadlock. David 
Diaz’ touchdown pass gave the Eagles 
their only score. Coconino went on to 
beat Douglas, 21-14 for another gold 
championship trophy. Coconino all- 
staters: RB Ray Smith (5-9, 165), SE 
Rick DeCosmo (5-11, 180), DL Marvin 
Hatcher (5-11, 185) and LB Blake Heap 
(5-9, 175). Flagstaff all-staters: LB 
Bardo Anaya (6-1, 195) and DB Don 
Harkey (5-9, 145). Coconino finished 
10-1, the first Flagstaff school to win 
10 football games. The Eagles went 
6-4-0... 

No. 7 - Flagstaff 22, Coconino 6, 
1975 ... Once again the underdog 
prevailed as Flagstaff used two long punt 
returns and the running of Kenny Gill to 
beat the Panthers. Willard Reaves, who 
later played in the pro ranks, rushed for 
100-plus yards in a losing cause. Eagles’ 
defense keyed the win. Coconino all- 
staters: OT David White (6-0, 190). 
Flagstaff all-staters: OG Randy Ryan (6- 
2, 180), )C Vic Boren (6-0, 180), DL 
Joe Joyce (6-5, 190), LB Jim Rice (5- 
10, 200). Coconino finished 7-2-1 with 
Bill Epperson at the helm. Eagles went 
7-3...

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No. 8 - Coconino 38, Flagstaff 15, 
1976 ... Underdog Coconino trailed 7- 
0 at halftime and exploded for 38 second 
half points. In a great individual perfor- 
mance, Willard Reaves rushed for 220 
yards and scored four second half 
touchdowns. Kelvin Gill caught a 30- 
yard TD pass and returned a kickoff 94 
yards for the Eagles’ two scores. Coco- 
nino all-staters: RB Willard Reaves (5- 
11, 170), OT Jim Shallman (6-3, 195). 
Flagstaff all-staters: OE Mike Hicks (6- 
0, 162). Epperson’s Panthers finished 7- 
2-1 again. Hadley Hicks’ Eagles went 
8-2... 

No. 9 - Coconino 13, Flagstaff 6, 
1977 ... In another upset, Coconino 
played a near-perfect game and got great 
running by Jesse Crawley in the first 
Coconino-Flag game in the dome. Broth- 
ers Steve and Mike Hicks combined on 
a touchdown pass for Flag’s only score. 
The winner’s defense was led by all-state 
linebacker Ron Stalnaker. Flagstaff all- 
staters: SE Hicks (6-0, 170). Coconino 
all-staters: LB Stalnaker (5-11, 155). 
Coconino finished 6-4, Flagstaff 8-2 ... 

No. 10 - Coconino 21, Flagstaff 19, 
1978 ... Flagstaff dominated the stats, 
but Coconino won the game and their 
fourth AA North crown. The Eagles 
missed a field goal with 24 seconds left, 
ending Hadley Hicks’ career in the 
rivalry. Coconino all-staters: DB Loren 
Hills (5-9, 160), PK Art Kerrick (5-11, 
190). Flagstaff all-staters: RB Eric 
Stingley (5-10, 160). Both teams 
advanced to the playoffs; Coconino 
finished 9-2, Flagstaff 8-3 ... 

No. 11 - Flagstaff 21, Coconino 12, 
1979 ... For the first time in the series, 
a favored Flagstaff club (9-3) came out 
on top. Junior quarterback Greg Topp, 
who later played at Stanford, threw only 
one incomplete pass all night. It was Bill 
Epperson’s final appearance as Coconi- 
no’s coach, finishing with a 7-4 record 
in the series. Only Flagstaff produced all- 
staters: RB Greg Turner (5-11, 180), LB 
Eric Berger (5-11, 165); Topp (6-4, 
175) as a punter ... 

No. 12 - Flagstaff 14, Coconino 0, 
1980... The first meeting between Steve 
Maier and Rick Smith-coached teams 
was a defensive battle. Smith’s Eagles 
(11-1) used short TD runs by Stan Gill 
and Tony Cullen to win the school’s third 
AA North crown since 1962. Coconino
